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Eke Qualifies Support Of Treaty; 


Kennedy, Gromyko Will Confer 


More Avenues 
Toward Easing 
Tension Sought 


WASHINGTON LAP) — Former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
gave qualified support to the lim­ 
ited nuclear test-ban treaty Mon­ 
day while ex-President Harry S. 
Truman declared himself IOO per 
cent behind it. 
Their positions were announced 
at a Senate hearing on ratifica­ 
tion shortly after President Ken­ 
nedy agreed to meet next month 
with Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko to discuss addition­ 
al avenues for relaxing cold war 
tensions. 
The exact time and place for the 
meeting was not indicated by So­ 
viet Ambassador Anatoly Dobry­ 
nin.

Eisenhower said the treaty rati­ 
fication is desirable if the Senate 
writes in a reservation that "in 
the event of any armed aggres­ 
sion endangering a vital interest 
of the United States this nation 
would be sole judge of the kind 
and type of weaponry and equip­ 
ment it would employ as well as 
the timing of their use.” 
S e v e r a l administration wit­ 
nesses. backed by a State De 
partmcnt statement, have insisted 
that the treaty would not hamper 
any use by the United States of 
nuclear weapons in any military' 
action. Their position is that the

4>*o nuclear testing

He 
will be acting in all three capacities, hut chiefly 
as applegrowcr. when he hosts his 41st annual 
picnic at his home orchard near Rerryville on 
Saturday. Between 3,000 and 4,000 orchardist.s 
and others are expected to attend. 
Harry Byrd at 76 is spry and peppery. This 
year on his June 10 birthday he observed his 
usual custom of climbing Old Rag Mountain in 
Shenandoah Park and dedicating another of the 
shelters 
he 
keeps 
providing 
for 
hikers. 
He 
speaks infrequently in the Senate, but when he 
does, his colleagues listen carefully. 
The Senator usually speaks at his picnics, 
too, his remarks being a combination of his 
philosophy of government and his views on the 
legislative program on Capitol Hill. These re­ 
marks are usually carefully reported by the 
nation's press. 
Byrd is of course a conserva­ 
tive: it sometimes .seems he holds the patent on 
the word. 
He is the champion of government 
economy and a balanced budget. 
P'or his friends and neighbors. Byrd will 
have other speakers, experts on spraying, on 
packaging, on shipping, on scale on the Wine- 
saps and the yield of Red Delicious. Byrd him­ 
self is the biggest applegrowcr in the world. The 
picnics are traditionally held on the Saturday 
before Labor Day, timed to precede the annual 
apple harvest.

Byrd of course is the chief and final arbiter of 
what his critics call Virginia's “ court house 
gangs.”

Senator Byrd 
*An4 The Picnic 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd (D.-Va.) describes him­ 
self in the Congressional Directory as a ‘‘news* 
paper publisher, farmer, and applegrower.” He 
will be acting in all three capacities, hut chiefly 
as applegrower, w'hen he hosts his 41st annual 
picnic at his home orchard near Berryville on 
Saturday. Between 3.000 and 4.000 orchardists 
and others are expected to attend. 
Harry Byrd at 76 is spry and peppery. This 
year on his June IO birthday he observed his 
usual custom of climbing Old Rag Mountain in 
Shenandoah Park and dedicating another of the. 
shelters 
he 
keeps 
providing 
for 
hikers. 
He 
speaks infrequently in the Senate, but when he 
does, his colleagues listen carefully. 
The Senator usually speaks at his picnics, 
too. his remarks being a combination of his 
philosophy of government and his views on the 
legislative program on Capitol Hill. 
These re­ 
marks are usually carefully reported by the 
nation's press. 
Byrd is of course a conserva­ 
tive; it sometimes seems he holds the patent on 
the word. 
He is the champion of government 
economy and a balanced budget. 
For his friends and neighbors, Byrd will 
have other speakers, experts on spraying, on 
packaging, on shipping, on scale on the Wine- 
saps and the yield of Red Delicious. Byrd him­ 
self is the biggest applegrower in the world. The 
picnics are traditionally held on the Saturday 
before Labor Day, timed to precede the annual 
apple harvest. 
There will be a few politicians on hand, too, 
figures from national, state, and local levels. 
Byrd of course is the chief and final arbiter of 
what 
his critics call Virginia's ‘‘court 
house 
gangs.” The Virginia Senator has held elective 
office since 1915, and thats longer ago than 
the first picnic.
